Sir, 
I have the honor to transmit to you for presentation to Parliament, the Third 


Annual Report on the Vital Statistics of Queensland for the year 1862. Before proceeding, 
however, to give an analysis of the results of last year’s Registration, I must again advert 
to the Marriage and Registration Acts (19 Victoria, No. 30, and 19 Victoria, No. 34), to 
which I had the honor of drawing your attevtion in my First Report for the year 1860. A 
further acquaintance with the practical working of those enactments has tended only to confirm 
the opinions I then ventured to express, and suggests the propriety at the commencement of 
another session of Parliament of again urging the Legislature to adopt some measures for 
their amendment. It is much to be desired that the Registrar-General should have power 
to demand satisfactory proof that a person applying to be Registered as a Minister of 
Religion for the celebration of Marriages, is indeed what he professes to he—a Minister of 
Religion, and a fit person to be placed on the Register. He should also, I think, be 
empowered to strike any name off the Register for wilful breaches of the Marriage Act. 
The form of Marriage Certificate requires also to be made more comprehensive, and the age 
of the persons seeking to be married ought to appear on it; or should they be over twenty-one 
years, and object to state their age, then the words “full age” might be entered. Before, 
also, any marriage is celebrated by a Registrar, when there is reason to believe either of the 
parties is under age, he should have power to require time to be given for reference to 
parents or guardians, and even possibly that publie notice be given previous to the marriage. 
No doubt the present system may be very convenient for those who wish, for reasons best 
known to themselves, to be married privately and without any delay ; but since it has been 
declared desirable to prevent the marriage of minors without the consent of their parents 
or guardians, some steps ought to be taken to vindicate the law, and to put a stop to the 
present numerous evasions of it, committed by those who do not hesitate to deceive the 
Registrar by false answers or declarations. It is true that a heavy penalty is by the 
existing law attached to making any false statement or declaration; but although a moral 
certainty may exist that perjury has been committed, the parents or relatives who are the 
aggrieved persons, are not likely to institute proceedings or to give evidence calculated only 
to injure the newly-married couple, and which cannot affect the validity of the marriage ;— 
the threat is therefore too often an idle one. I may observe that a Select Committee of the 
Legislative Council of New South Wales, in their Report on the Marriage Laws, presented in 
the year 1853, particularly recommended that such a notice should be given. I would also 
again suggest, as an improvement in the manner of carrying out the provisions of the 
Registration Act in the country districts, that tenants of the Crown should be required to 
take note of every Birth or Death occurring on their leaseholds, and to supply the District 
Registrar with the necessary information. Each station could be easily furnished with 
forms for that purpose. 

Returning, however, to the more immediate subject of my Report, from which these 
preliminary observations are in some respects a digression, I will first solicit your attention 
to the more prominent facts connected with the growth of the Population. 
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POPULATION. 

Durine the year 1862 there were 1,702 Births, 570 Marriages, and 797 Deaths, registered 
in the Colony. Since the 1st January, 1862, our population has increased very 
largely, amounting on the 31st December, 1862, to 45,077, against 84,367 on the 
31st December, 1861. The mode of this increase is exhibited in the following 
Summary :—

The only part of this increase which this Report has to deal with, is the comparatively 
small portion arising from natural causes, and I regret to say the Returns are by no means 
satisfactory ; the rate of increase by excess of Births over Deaths having fallen considerably 
below that of former years. In 1860, the Births registered were in the proportion of 4:57 
per cent. of the estimated average population of the year; in 1861, this proportion was 
4-49 per cent.; and in 1862, it fell to 4:28 per cent. The Deaths in 1860 were in the 
proportion of 1-77 per cent. of the mean population of that year; in 1861, the number 
expressing the centesimal death-rate of the mean population is 1:57 ; and in 1862, it rises to 
2-01. This large proportional increase of Deaths, accompanied by a diminished proportion 
of Births, fully accounts for the small increase of our population from natural causes, which 
is only at the rate of 2:27 per cent., whereas in 1861 it was at the rate of 2:92 per cent. 
The following Table gives the number of Births registered in each District of the 
Colony for two years, ending 31st December, 1862. It will be observed that the total 
inerease of Births during that year, over those of the preceding one, amounts to 279, of 
which increase Brisbane claims 132, and Rockhampton 69. Of the above Births, 799 were 
females, and 903 males; 88-48 females were therefore born to each 100 males born.

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MARRIAGES. 

Tus following Tables have been compiled to supply information on several points, such as 
the number of Marriages, and the districts in which they were solemnized, also the 
Religious Denomination of the Officiating Clergyman, the social condition of the 
persons married, and their education. It will be observed that the number of 
marriages has largely increased; the number solemnized in 1862 was 570, in 1861 
it was 820. The number solemnized by the Church of England has increased at 
the rate of 76:25 per cent.; by the Roman Catholic Church, 70-49 per cent. ; and 
by the Presbyterian Church, 110:64 per cent., on the respective numbers in the 
year 1861. The total increase in the year 1862, is at the rate of 78:12 per cent.

4 REGISTRAR-GENERAL’S REPORT. 


In December, 1859, and the year 1860, there were married 260 bachelors and 26 widowers; 
within the same period were married 236 spinsters and 50 widows. In 1861 the number 
of bachelors married was 294, of widowers 27; that of spinsters was 279, of widows, 42. 
In 1862, of the males who married, the bachelors numbered 518, the widowers, 52; of the 
females, 507 were spinsters, and 68 were widows. 

DEATHS. 

The following Table is compiled to show the Deaths which have been registered in 
each district of the Colony, and to enable a comparison to be drawn between the two years, 
1861 and 1862, and I regret to say that the comparison tells rather unfavorably for the 
latter year. The total number of Deaths in each of the two years are, for 1861, 500, 
for 1862, 797;; there therefore appears a total increase of 297 Deaths in the latter year. 
This difference, however, of itself tells nothing, for the population has largely increased, and 
a larger number of Deaths was therefore to be expected. It is only by comparing the 
inerease of Deaths per cent. of the estimated average population of each of the years in 
question, that an increased or diminished rate of mortality is really detected. In 1861, the 
mortality thus calculated, was 1:57 per cent., in 1862 it was 2-01 per cent. ; in the latter 
year, therefore, there were -44 more Deaths to every hundred individuals, than there were 
in the former, or rather more than 3 additional Deaths in every 700 persons. It will be 
observed, that it is almost entirely in the urban populations of some of the larger towns, 
that this increased mortality has arisen; in the country districts no great change is 
observable, and had I the data for comparing it with the population of the towns in which 
it has oceurred, it would, I fear, look far more formidable. Of the above total number of 
Deaths, 516 were males, and 281 females; and the number of Deaths arising from external 
causes, was not less than 136, a large majority of whom were males.

The following Tables have been compiled to elucidate more clearly an important fact 
in connexion with the mortality of the past year; I refer to the number of children who 
have died. It will be seen, that 37-14 per cent., or more than one-third of all the deaths, 
are those of children below 2 years of age, and that 45-42, or nearly one-half of all the 
deaths, are those of children below 5 years of age. Of the total number of persons born in 
the year 1862, 17-6 per cent., or nearly one-sixth die, before their second birth-day; and 
21-52 per cent., or rather more than one-fifth, before they reach the age of 5 years.

as this is a subject of such deep concern to the whole community of Queensland, I hope 
I may be pardoned, before closing this report; in drawing attention to a point affecting this 
subject, which might perhaps otherwise escape observation. The records kept in this office 
show that a very large portion of last year’s mortality took place either amongst newly- 
arrived immigrants, or their children born soon after arrival. The records also show that 
it was during the hot months of the year that these persons suffered so severely, During 
the cool months, although the arrivals were as numerous, the deaths were by no means 
beyond the ayerage of former cool seasons. The natural inference, therefore, is that 
immigration to these shores should not be urged during the summer months. 

In conclusion I am happy to be able to bear favorable testimony to the manner in 
which the returns from the District Registrars have been forwarded to this office during the 
past year, and to state my belief that the Registration Act has been satisfactorily carried 
out both by the officers and by all persons residing within a moderate distance of any 
Registration Office. There is, indeed, in my opinion, every reason to conclude that each 
year the value and utility of the Registration Act are becoming more appreciated. Still 
further, however, to promote the objects held in view by the framers of this enactment, [ 
beg strongly to urge the formation of several new Registration Districts. The Registrars 
being paid by fees, their creation will entail no additional expense on the country, except 
such as may arise from a more perfect compliance with the Registration Act. As the law 
stands at present, the whole of the Leichhardt and Mitchell Districts have to register birth, 
marriage, or death at Rockhampton or Taroom, whilst those of both Hast and West Maranoa 
have no Registration Office nearer than Condamine. ‘The inconvenience, and even loss, thus 
entailed on the public, and as a consequence, the imperfect manner in which the provisions 
of the Registration Act are carried out in those remote districts, are too obvious to require 
comment.
